NEW  COMMEMORATIVE  HALF-DOLLARS 

The  law  for  the  coinage  of  the  new  Texas  Centennial  half-dol- 
lars  was  enacted  last  June,  and  the  first  coins  were  expected  in 
April.  However,  there  has  been  unexpected  delay,  and  just  when 
the  new  coins  will  arrive  is  not  now  known.  As  soon  as  they  come, 
the  coins  will  be  sent  out  to  those  who  have  ordered  them.  If  you 
get  tired  of  waiting,  drop  a card  and  the  proper  refund  will  be  made. 
Those  who  have  a standing  order  will  get  the  first  coins. 

There  will  also  be  coined  a new  Maryland  half-dollar  commem- 
orative of  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Province  of 
Maryland.  The  number  to  be  coined  will  be  10,000.  The  Senate 
passed  this  bill  March  20th. 

The  Senate  has  also  passed  a bill  for  the  coinage  of  new  com- 
memorative half-dollars  on  the  100th  annviersary  of  the  admission 
of  the  state  of  Arkansas. 

On  March  28th  a bill  was  introduced  into  the  Senate  to  authorize 
the  coinage  of  commemorative  half-dollars  on  the  200th  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  Daniel  Boone.
